It will no doubt prove interesting to the public to learn how tin* 


school board would hatk ile the proposition, should the tax pay ers 


vote at the November election in 
favor of the bond issue of 


$15 0,000 with which to erect a new school building. 


The State law provides that a bond issue must be paid off 


within thiri\ y ears. 
The first work , therefore, which would claim 


the attention of the board, would be to ascertain what increase in 


the tax rate would be necessary , in order to pay off the bonds in 


lhir t\ y ears. 


¡'his tax rate must be figured accurately , because the State 


iaw directs, that provision must be made, when a loan is floated, 


to le\\ a specified building tax y early , which shall be adequate to 


liquidate the total indebtedness within thirty y ears. 
I'his tax is 


fix ed when the bonds are sold and must continue in force until the 


last bond is paid, 
t Hit of the tax es each y ear an amount represent­ 


ing the building tax must be transferred to the sink ing fund and 


from this fund the bonds are cancelled and the interest paid. 
In ascertaining the amount of lax required to float the loan, 


some careful figuring will be required. 
It is very possible that the 


rate of interest will have to be six per cent. 
T hen il must be re 


membered that e\e rv time a 
$1000. bond is paid off, the subse­ 


quent interest required is lessened, U* the amount of 
$00.00. 
The 


tax rate being the same each y ear, this interest on cancelled bonds 


naturally remains in the sink ing fund and increases from y ear 


to y ear. 
Recognition of this must be tak en and provision made for 


paving off an additional bond whenever this interest amounts to 


$ 1000. 


Let us suppose, as an ex ample, that the board should decide 


to begin pay ing off the bonds at the rate of $o,(MX) a y ear. 
The 


second vear $300 h-ss, which is iV/o of the $5 ,000 paid off, would be 


required to pay the interest, and the* nex t y ear $000. less would be 


needed, while the nex t y ear thi* amount would be 
$9 00, less. 
The 


sum of $300., $600. and $9 00. would be $1.8 00., which would mak e 


it possible to pay off an ex tra $1,000. bond the fifth y ear and still 


Intve $8 00. remaining. 
T he saving in interest the fifth y ear would 


amount to $l,2 0 0 .t which added to the 
$8 00., would cancel two more 


$1.000. bonds the six th y ear. 
If the computation was carried out on 


this basis, until the bonds were paid off, it would be found that it 


would require but twenty y ears and a 40 cent raise in the tax rate. 


With these facts at his finger-ends, the mathematician must 


work until he formulates a schedule, which will provide for the 


cancellation of a vary ing number of bonds each y ear but will cancel 


the whole num ber in thirty y ears. 
\\ hen this schedule is completed, 


it will probably be found that a tax in the neighborhood of 37 cents 


will be sufficient to finance the proposition involving the erection 


of a $150,000. school building. 
W hen this question of the amount of building tax 
is act tied, 


then the school board must consider the cost of operating 
t he new 


building. 
Ja nitor’s salary , coal, and upk eep ex epenses will be to 


taled, and from t hi s total will be deducted the amount which would 


be saved by the closing of the schools now located in the
